Groggerson Informed his listeners that 
50 or HO >e:irs ago there wore no such 
words, while In the two or throe gen- 
erations hlncc that tlmn tho number 
of this class has grown to over L',000,- 
000. 
He spent considerable time In 


an effort to lmprc«x the audience that
